'. "Phe underfigned Minifters Plenipotentiary of the 
French Republic-for the negociation with the Germa- 
‘nic ‘Empire have received the note of the Deputa- 
‘tion of the Empire, communicated to'them on 17th Bru- 
maire, (November 7.) by the Miniffers of she Empe- 
~ ror. 
The fpirit of conciliation which the underfigned thal! 
_ eyer combine with the firmnefs which. circum{taaces may 
-render proper,will enable them at this moment to avoidthé 
obfervations to which feveral, paflages in that note might 
‘ eafily give rife. Leaving to opinions dictated by partiali- 
. ty the language which belongs tc them, the only object 
propofed in that note is to bring back the negociation 
to its real point. - It is fully contained, as far as regards 
“ite bafis and general principles, in the note of the under- 
figned of the rath Vendemaire, which is {till fortified 
- by all the precedents the -provifions of which it has not 
annulled. It is on this point, therefore, thatthe Depu- 
“tation of the Empire ought to: fix their whole atten- 
tion. It isin it that they willfind peace in fpité of fo 
Many jarring elements which feem to combine to ob- 
ftrut the progrefs of affairs. 
The note of the 22th Vendemaire is, in fac, if 
’ duly weighed, the moft complete proof which the French 
Government could have giveg to the Empire of its pa- 
‘ cific intentions, and of the moderation which it mingles 
with the confcioufnefs of its advantages, and of its 
 ftrength, It would be fuperfluous then to reftate the 
» gd, 4th, sth, 7th, Sth, and roth articles; fome of 
them have alreacly been implicitly agread to by the Depu- 
* tation of the Eimpire, and the trifling nature of the ob- 
ieGtions urged againft others, give reafon to prefume 
that'this obfaele wil}-foon yield to mature refleétion. 
- Isfit poflible, for ioftance, that the 7th article leaves 
’ apy thing for wife negociators tg defire ; or is it yet 
' neceflary to declare that the French laws refpeding e- 
migration are not applicable to the German nation ? 
The firft article refpe@ting the delimitation of the 
courfe of the Rhine, and of its iflands, is one of thofe 
to which the Deputation of the Empire have acceded. 
But they have ftarted a doubt, and demanded an expla- 
nation of the meaning of thefe words, *« The French 
Government will never confent thatthe Empire or any 
of its members, fhall tn any manner preferve any pro- 
perty or right over the parts fituated on the left of the 
‘Thalweig, fach as it has becn determined.” It 
never could have been imagined that a text fo clear, 
a paffage fo precife, ftrengthened likewife by the tenor 
of the article, could have required explanation. ‘The 
exceptions can in no cafe be extended, and much lefs 
fapplied. ‘Thus the underfigned addisionally declare, 
to fatisfy the Deputation, it is underftood by the faid 
article, that generally all the iflands on the left of the 
"halweig, fixed in the middle of the Rhire. properly 
fo called, and confequently thofe that are pointed out 
in the note of the Deputation of 26ch Vendemaire, 
ought to belong to the Trench Republic, notwithftand- 
ing all preceding arrangement and obfervances, which 
re incompatible with exilting Conventions, referving 
this ol j-@ to be taken notice in the indemnification to 
b: made on the right baak of the Rhine. With regard 
to the obfervation refpecting the works on the river, it 
will be agreed to apply to the maintenance of ‘thefe 


the French fide, always however ander the conditions 
annexed to that article, and with a reciprocal indul- 
gence according fo circursttances and fituation. 

The fecond article is not fufceptible of any modifica 
tion or of any difficulty. The Deputation themfelves 
will admit this to be the cafe, if they examine it with 
more attention. Concerning the toll of Efbach, it is 
precifely becaufe the underfigned were unacquainted 
with the origin and nature of this duty that they re- 
quired that it fhould be abolifhed in favour of the French 
Republic. Nothing certainly is more ufual than to fee 
things eftablithed by one treaty annulled and modified 


are eflentially the fame (as in the prefent cafe), where 
is the doubt refpecting their power to adopt fuch new 
alterations as may be deemed neceflary ? The Empire 
has conceded the right in queltion; and it belongs to 
the Empire to confider the demand relative to the ob- 
jea-of conceflion. If it did not depend upon the De- 
putation (which, however, the underfigned do not ad- 
mit) to decree the fuppreffion required, it {till was in 
their power to authorife and facilitate it by a formal 
confent; at the moment of the re-eltablifhment of peace 
and of the ancient relations betweea the two powcrs, 
the Empire would furely not refufe to the French an 
exemption which other {tates poffefs. 

Article fecond contains another demand, that by a 
claufe to be inferted in a future treaty the free cities of 
Hamburgh, Bremen, and Franckfort-« hall be con- 
firmed and maintained in the plénttude of their rights, 
and of their conftitutional independence.” It is quire 
clear, and it ought to be a thing acceptable to the Em 

pire in general, that the French” Republic fhould icize 
an occalion fo folemn to give thefe refpectable cities, with 
which it is intimately connected by commerce, a public 
teitimony of the friendthip it entertained for them. The 
Republic never will give up .this fatisfaction, and the 
Deputation of the Empire cannot, refufe it without a 
want of refpea which it is impoflible to fuppofe. 

The fixth article relates tothe dekts. ‘This arrange- 

ment which has been made on this fubject leaves no 
room for conteft, except as to the public debts. On 
this head the underfigned will, in a few words, explain 
their views, which the moft evident bad faith could 
alone mifveprefent, by infinuating that it was their with 
to charge on the Empire the whole of that debt. No 
one can be ignorant that the underfigned have confented 
that the debts contracted for the public neceflities fhall 
remain as the countries accrue to France, charged. on 
that part which is fo transferred to France. Is there, 
however, an impartial perfon who can be aftonifhed that 
the debts of the Princes and thofe which were incurred 
on account of the war, fhould be excepted from this 
arrangement? Every reafonable maa will acknowledge, 
in fpite of the pains which are taken to miflead their 
judgment, that it is juft the expences of the war which 
has been waged againft France fhould fall on the 
whole body of the Empire, and not on.a portion of it, 
and that too, a portion which has ceafed to be German 
territory, oor in doing fo can they be faid to be indiffe- 
rent about the conclufion.of a peace,. which they hope 
with reafon will be perpetual. It is next to be remyrk- 
ed, that the Deputation of the Empire, in confenting to 
charge themfelves with the debts of the Princes, and the 
debts of countries contracted on account of the war, 
have themfelves recognized the principle of immunity 
to France. How happens it then that they feek now 
to introduce an arbitrary. difference between debts 
which have had the fame caufe and the,fame deftination. 
They will not deny that the Empire, both before and 
during the continuance of hoftilities, has drawn a’part 
of its military expences from the communes and dif- 
triéts on which it is attempted to throw thefe debts. 
The French Republic. is always difpofed, as may be feen 
from its conduét, to enter into plans of a conciliatory 
nature, but it will never go fo far as to forget its inte- 
refts or leffen its dignity. 
Aftér thefe explanations, the underfigned hope to 
fee a conteft terminated which has been already carried 
too great a length, and to be alsle-to proceed immedi- 
ately to difcufs the queftion of fecularization, a part of 
the negociation which they are commiflioned to bring to 
acompletion. They have no doubt that the fecret or de- 
clared ehemies to peace, the enemies alike of the Em. 
pire, and of France, have flattered themfelves with be- 
ing able to miflead the politics of the Deputation of the 
Empire. But the underfigned perfuade themfelves that 
the Deputation will avoid all the fnares which are laid 
for them by their wifdom, and by thofe leffons which 
their intereft points out, and their experience has taught 
them ; that they will duly weigh the inequality ofa war 
into which thefe pernicious councils would lead them ; a 
war in which France, befides poffefling much more than 
the requires as the price of peace, would in all probabi- 
lity add {till more to her porfefhons ; while the Empire 
would have no profpeé&t of being able to obtain an in- 
demnity for its loffes, but would expofe itfelf, at all e- 
vents, to confequences very different from thofe which 
| the peace and friend{hip of the Republic at this moment 
hold forth to it.

C ARNOT. 
It was a long time believed that the ex-director was 
affaffinated on the fifth of September 1797 by his col- 
league Barras it is now pofitively afferted that Le Ke- 
veillere Lepaox enabled him to make his efcape on the 
eve of that important day, and that he went into Ger- 
many, where he concealed himfelf in fome private place, 
writing memoires of the Fruétidorian Revolution (as it 
is called) which are now in the prefs. 
Carnot took no other part among(t the Fru€idorians 
bat from his antipathy to Barras ; he was not animated 
with a fingle fentiment to Royalifm; he had done too 
much mifchief to the monarchy ever to think of refto- 
ring it: asa member of the Roberfpierian committee of 
public fafety, he would have preferred a Jacobin revo- 
lution, of which he might become a victim, to a royalift 
revolution, to which he fwore eternal hatred. Ile 
might have infured a triumph to the Anti-Diredtorial 
party by declaring, with Barthelemi, that he took no 
part, on one fide or the other, with refpeét to the march 
of the troops towards Paris, and he even promifed to 
do fo; however, like a true Frenchman he broke his 
word, and on the contrary, united with his colleagues 
in aflerting that thefe troops were deftined for the ma- 
ritime frontiers. Had he {tood to his promife, the coun- 
cils would immediately have put the other three Directors 
in a ftate of accufation. Such a meafure might have 
prevented the revolution of the 4th of September. 

Carnot directed, not without intelligence, the politi- 
cal and military operations of the French Government, 
in conjunction with able men, whom he knew how to 
draw about him.—Thefe’ men difappeared with him ; 
and fince that time the conduct of the Direétory has 
been marked with the character of extravagance. Car- 
not, while he poffeffed any influence, {trongly oppefed 
he expeditions to Egypt and Ireland; he alfo oppofed 
the extenfion of the frontiers to the Rhine; his object 
was to coffolidate the French territory, by concentrat- 
ing it within the limits of the antient monarchy, encir- 
cled by fome few acquifitions. He infifted on a peace 
with England, perfuaded that the Continental Powers, 
deprived of that powerful fupport, would think them- 
felves happy in accepting any terms impofed upon them 
by France. 

In France, a great degree of regret has been fhewn 
for Carnot, and thofe who faffered at the fame time.— 
Many with them to be recalled, in the hope that their 
counfels would furnith the means of remedying the dif 
alters of the laft campaign, and relieve the embarafiments 
in which the Diregtory finds itfelf plunged by the vic- 
tory of Aboukir. | Negociations for that purpofe have 
been openly held with feveral of thofe perfons profcrib 
ed by the revolution of September ftill remaining in 
France ; but they were rejected with difdain, as the au- 
thors of that revolution {till fit in the Dire&tory, and in 
the Adminiftration, It is alfo afferted that freth nego- 
ciations have been opened with Carnot himfelf.

poffeffed. 

Shortly after funfet, however, the breeze frefhened, 
and with the night increafed almoft to a hurricane, that 
for atime prevented the meditated conflagration, which, 
whenever the attempt fhall be repeated, will, we truit, 
augment the already unexampled difgrace of a fet of pre- 
datory defpots. 

L’Aigle of 38 guns, lately loft in the Mediterra- 
nean, was going at the rate of 13 knots an hour, when 
the ftrack on a rock on the coaft of Barbary. The 
violence of the fhock. threw feveral officers and others 
from their beds, and carried all the ma{ts by the board. 
The night was extremely dark ; the fea, which was high, 
and increafing, poured in in all directions upon our 
people, who, though for fome time with fcarce a pro- 
{pect of deliverance, yet, to a man, providentially reach- 
ed the fhore, by méans of fpars, calks, &c. As foon 
as the dawn broke, Captain Tayler perceived that the 
fhip, though completely a wreck, had not gone to pieces, 
he therefore, to prevent her being of any ufe to the 
enemy, burned her to the water’s edge ; at which the 
Bey, who fhortly after fent for our people, expreffed 
much difpleafure, faying the wreck was his property ;

‘The cafe has not, however, been the 
fame with the ifland of Goza, near Malta. On the 
fame fummons having been made, 113-men, who com- 
pofed that {mall garrifon, capitulated with the Englith 
admiral. ‘They marched out with tise honours of war, 
and it was ftipulated that they fhould be fent back to

Admiral Nelfon arrived at Naples on the gth of No- 
vember, with two of his thips, in which were thefe 113

The four Portuguefe thips which were cruizing be- 
fore Malta have returned to Naples, as has already been ° 
faid. They are in a very bad {tate, and are avout toun- 
dergo a thoroush repair; fo much for the fidelity with 
which this Court executes its treaties. 

On the 5th of November, the Conful General ‘of 
the French Republic having placed over his door the 
emblems of the Republic, this meafure excited the dif- 
pleafure of the mob which had collected.
